As c loc k tic ks» new hutdle emerges in border security tails 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Bar¬ 
gainers clashed Sunday 
over whether to limit the 
number of migrants au¬ 
thorities can detain, toss¬ 
ing a new hurdle before 
negotiators hoping to strike 
a border security compro¬ 
mise for Congress to pass 
this coming week. Ihe 
White House wouldn't rule 
out a renewed partial gov¬ 
ernment shutdown if an 
agreement isn't reached. 
With the Friday deadline 
approaching, the two 
sides remained separated 
by hundreds of millions of 
dollars over how much to 
spend to construct Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump's prom¬ 


ised borderwall. But rising to 
the fore was a related dis¬ 
pute over curbing Customs 
and Immigration Enforce¬ 
ment, or ICE, the federal 
agency that Republicans 
see asan emblem oftough 
immigration policies and 
Democratsaccuse of often 
going too far. Acting White 
House chief of staff Mick 
Mulvaney, in appearances 
on NBC's "Meet the Press" 
and "Fox News Sunday," 
said "you absolutely can¬ 
not" eliminate the possibil¬ 
ity of another shutdown if 
a deal is not reached over 
the wall and other border 
matters.

WASHINGTON (AP) — It 

does not yet have office 
space, staff or even Re¬ 
publican members, but 
Florida Rep. Kathy Castor 
is confident that a special 
House committee on cli¬ 
mate change will play a 
leading role on one of the 
most daunting challenges 
facing the planet. 

Castor, who chairs the new 
panel, says those early ob¬ 
stacles can be overcome 
as lawmakers move to re¬ 
duce carbon pollution and 
create clean-energy jobs. 
'The Democratic caucus is 
unified underthe belief we 
have to take bold action 
on the climate crisis," Cas- 
torsaid in an interview. 


While that can take many 
forms, the transition to re¬ 
newable energy such as 


wind and solarpoweris'job 
one,"she said. 

Castor, who'sin herseventh 


term representing the Tam¬ 
pa Bay area, said Congress 
has a "moral obligation" to 
protect future generations 
from the costly effects of 
climate change, including 
more severe hurricanes, a 
longer wildfire season and 
a dang era us sea-level rise. 
House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi named Castor to lead 
the panel in December, 
saying she brings experi¬ 
ence, energy and urgency 
to what Pelosi called 'the 
existential threat of the cli¬ 
mate c risis" fa c ing the Unit¬ 
ed States and the world. 
The climate panel is similar 
to one Pelosi created when 
Democrats last controlled 
the House from 2007 to 
2010. The panel was elimi¬ 
nated when Republicans 
took the majority in 2011. 
While the previous panel 
played a key role in House 
approval of a landmark 
2009 bill to address global 
wanning, Castor said the 
new panel is likely to fo¬ 
cus on a variety of actions 
rather than a single piece 
of legislation. 

She and the eight other 
Democrats named to the 
panel "are ready to stand 
up to corporate polluters 
and special interests" as 
they press for action to re¬ 
duce greenhouse gasemis- 
sions and move toward a 
clean-energy economy, 
Castorsaid. 

'Climate deniers, fossil fuel 
companies and other spe¬ 
cial interests have had an 
outsized influence" in Con¬ 
gress in recent years, she 
said, promising to "stand 
up" to those forces to pro¬ 
tect the environment and 
create green jobs 
The climate panel is sepa¬ 
rate from an effort by Dem¬ 
ocrats to launch a Green 
New Deal to transform the 
U.S. economy and create 
thousands of jobs in renew¬ 


able energy. 

Castor dismissed the idea 
thatthe G reen New Dea I — 
put forth by freshman Rep. 
Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez 
of New York and veteran 
Sen. Ed Markey of Massa¬ 
chusetts— will conflict with 
the climate panel. 

"My job and the com¬ 
mittee's job is to take the 
general concepts (of the 
Green New Deal) and turn 
them into a real policy 
framework and legislative 
language and eventually 
law,"she said. 

Pelosi agreed, saying in 
a statement that the cli¬ 
mate panel will "spearhead 
Democrats' work to devel¬ 
op innovative, effective 
solutions to prevent and re¬ 
verse the climate crisis." 
Pelosi invited Ocasio-Cor¬ 
tez, a social media starand 
the best-known member 
of the large class of fresh¬ 
man Democrats, to join 
the climate panel, but she 
declined, saying she wants 
to focus on the Green New 
Deal and other committee 
assignments 

Three freshmen — Sean 
Casten of Illinois, Mike 
Levin of California and Joe 
Neguse of Colorado — 
serve on the panel, along 
with veteran lawmakers 
such as Rep. Ben Ray Lujan 
of New Mexico, the fourth¬ 
ranking House Democrat, 
and Californians Julia 
Brownley and Jared Huff¬ 
man, both close Pelosi al¬ 
lies. 

'We need their passion 
and energy, and we need 
support from all comers all 
across the country," Castor 
said of the freshmen mem¬ 
bers. "It's aII hands on deck 
right now." Republicans 
have not named anyone 
to the climate committee, 
but six GOP members are 
expected to join the panel 
this mo nth.□ 
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Possible impeachment could farther upend Virginia politics

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — Vir¬ 
ginia lawmakers on Mon¬ 
day will reluctantly face 
the unprecedented pros¬ 
pect of impeaching the 
state'ssecond most power¬ 
ful leader as they struggle 
to address revelations of 
past racist behaviorand al¬ 
legations of sexual assault 
roiling its highest levels of 
office. 

At least one lawmakersaid 
he will try to pursue im¬ 
peachment of Democratic 
Lt. Gov. J ustin Fairfax after 
two women accused Fair¬ 
fax of sexual assault in the 
2000s, a move that experts 
believe would be a first in 
Virginia. Fairfax has vehe¬ 
mently denied the claims 
and called for authorities, 
including the FBI, to inves¬ 
tigate. 

Ihere's little sign of broad 
appetite forimpeachment, 
with lawmakers set to fin¬ 
ish this year's session by the 
month's end. But the Legis¬ 
lature is swirling with ques¬ 
tions a bout lines of succes¬ 
sion and the political fallout 
for Democrats should the 
governor, lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor or attorney general 
leave office, willingly or not. 
Gov. Ralph Northam and 
Attorney General Mark 
Herring, both Democrats, 
are embroiled in their own 
scandal afteracknowledg- 
ing they wore blackface in 
the 1980s. 

Northam, a pediatric neu¬ 
rologist, said Sunday that 
he considered resigning 
but that he's "not going 
anywhere" because the 
state "needs someone that 
can heal"it. 

Northam said on CBS' "Face 


the Nation" that it's been a 
difficult week since a racist 
photo in his 1984 medical 
school yearbook surfaced, 
showing a person wearing 
blackface next to another 
person in a Ku Klux Klan 
hood and robe. Northam 
initially said he was in the 
photo, then denied it the 
next day, while acknowl¬ 
edging that he did wear 
blackface to a dance par¬ 
ty that same year. 

'Virginia needs someone 
that can heal. There's no 
better person to do that 
than a doctor," Northam 
said. 'Virginia also needs 
someone who is strong, 
who hasempathy, who has 
courage and who has a 
moral compass. And that's 
why I'm not going any¬ 
where." 

The scandals have be¬ 
come a full-blown crisis 
for Virginia Democrats Al¬ 
though the party has taken 
an almost zero-tolerance 
approach to sexual mis¬ 
conduct in the #MeToo 
era, a housecleaning in Vir¬ 
ginia could be costly: If all 
three Democrats resigned, 
Republican state House 
SpeakerKirkCoxwould be¬ 
come governor. 

Political considerations will 
be keyto whatcomesnext. 
Virginia is among a handful 
of states electing lawmak¬ 
ers this year, and Demo¬ 
crats had hoped to flip 
the Republican-controlled 
General Assembly. 
Democratic Del. Patrick 
Hope said he wa ntsto intro- 
duce articles of impeach¬ 
ment Monday against Fair¬ 
fax, who is black. Meredith 
Watson and Vanessa Ty¬ 
son have accused him of 
sexual assault and offered 


to testify at any impeach¬ 
ment hearing. 

The Associated Press gen¬ 
erally does not name peo¬ 
ple who say they are vic¬ 
tims of sexual assault, but 
both women have come 
forward voluntarily. 

Watson alleges Fairfax 
raped her while they were 
students at Duke University 
in 2000, her attorney said in 
a statement. Tyson, a Cali¬ 
fornia college professor, 
accused Fairfax of forcing 
her to perform oral sex on 

him at a Boston hotel in

Representatives, and the 
mood among bargainers 
has soured, according to 
people familiarwith the ne¬ 
gotiations not authorized to 
speak publicly about pri¬ 


vate talks. 

'You cannot take a shut¬ 
down off the table, and 
you cannot take $5.7 (bil¬ 
lion) off the table," Mul- 
vaneytold NBC, "but if you 
end up someplace in the 
middle, yeah, then what 
you probably see is the 
president say, Yeah, OK, 
and I'll go find the money 
someplace else.'" 

A congressional deal 
seemed to stall even af¬ 
ter Mulvaney convened 
a bipartisan group of law¬ 
makers at Camp David, 
the presidential retreat in 
northern Maryland. While 
the two sidesseemed close 
to clinching a deal late 
last week, significant gaps 
remain and momentum 
appears to have slowed. 
Though congressional 
Democratic aides assert¬ 
ed that the dispute had 
caused the talks to break 
off, it was initially unclear 
how damaging the rift 


was. Both sides are eager 
to resolve the long-running 
battle and avert a fresh 
closure of dozensoffederal 
agenciesthat would begin 
next weekend if Congress 
doesn't act by Friday. 

"I think ta Iks a re sta lied rig ht 
now," Sen. Richard Shelby, 
R-Ala., said Sunday on "Fox 
News Sunday." "I'm not 
confident we're going to 
get there." 

Sen. Jon Tester, D-Mont., 
who appeared on the 
same program, agreed: 
'We are not to the point 
where we can announce 
a deal." 

But Mulvaney did signal 
thatthe White House would 
prefer not to have a re¬ 
peat of the last shutdown, 
which stretched more than 
a month, left more than 
800,000 government work¬ 
ers without paychecks, 
forced a postponement of 
the State of the Union ad¬ 
dress and sent Trump's poll 
numbers tumbling. As sup¬ 
port in his own party began 
to splinter, Trump surren¬ 
dered after the shutdown 
hit 35 days without getting 
money forthe wall. 

This time, Mulvaney sig¬ 
naled thatthe White House 
maybe willing to ta ke what¬ 
ever congressional money 
comes — even if less than 
Trump's goal — and then 
supplement that with other 
government funds. 

'The president is going to 
build the wall. That's our 
attitude at this point," Mul¬ 
vaney said on Fox. 'We'll 
take as much money as 
you can give us, and we'll 
go find the money some¬ 
where else, legally, and 
build thatwall on the south¬ 
ern border, with or without 
Congress." 

The president's supporters 
have suggested thatTrump 
could use executive pow¬ 
ers to divert money from 
the federal budget for wall 
construction, though it was 
unclear if he would face 
challenges in Congress or 
the courts. One provision 


of the law lets the Defense 
Department provide sup¬ 
port for counterdrug activi¬ 
ties But dec la ring a nation¬ 
al emergency remained 
an option, Mulvaney said, 
even though many in the 
administration have cooled 
on the prospect. A number 
of powerful Republicans, 
including Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, 
R-Ky., have also warned 
against the move, believ¬ 
ing it usurps power from 
Congress and could set 
a precedent for a future 
Democratic president to 
declare an emergency for 
a liberal political cause. 

The fight over ICE deten¬ 
tions goes to the core of 
each party's view on immi¬ 
gration. 

Republicans favor tough 
enforcement of immigra¬ 
tion laws and have little 
interest in easing them if 
Democrats refuse to fund 
the Mexican border wall. 
Democratsdespise the pro¬ 
posed wall and, in return 
for border security funds, 
want to curb whattheysee 
as unnecessarily harsh en¬ 
forcement by ICE. 

People involved in the talks 
say Democrats have pro¬ 
posed limiting the number 
of immigrants here illegally 
who are caught inside the 
U.S. — not at the border — 
that the agency can de¬ 
tain. Republicans say they 
don't want that cap to ap¬ 
ply to immigrants caught 
committing crimes, but 
Democratsdo. 

In a series of tweets about 
the issue, Trump used the 
dispute to cast Democrats 
as soft on criminals He 
charged in one tweet: 'The 
Border Committee Demo¬ 
crats are behaving, all of 
a sudden, irrationally.

DENVER (AP) — Denver 
teachers are planning 
to strike Monday for the 
first time in 25 years after 
failed negotiations with the 
school district over base 
pay. 

The teachers union and 
Denver Public Schools met 
Saturday in an attempt to 
reach a new contract after 
more than a year of nego¬ 
tiations, but both sides left 
disappointed. 

The Denver Classroom 
Teachers Association re¬ 
leased a statement after 
the meeting saying the dis¬ 
trict's proposal lacks trans¬ 
parency and "pushes for 
failed incentives for some 
over meaningful base sal¬ 
ary for a II." 

"We will strike Monday for 
our students and for our 
profession, and perhaps 
then DPS will get the mes¬ 
sage and return to the bar¬ 
gaining table with a serious 
proposal aimed at solving 
the teacher turnover cri¬ 
sis in Denver," said Henry 
Roman, president of the 
teachers union. 

Meanwhile, schools Super¬ 
intendent Susana Cordova 
said she was "extremely dis¬ 
appointed" that the union 
walked away from the ta¬ 
ble instead of continuing 
to work toward an agree¬ 
ment. 

'We presented an updat¬ 
ed proposal that responds 
to what we heard from our 
teachers, aligns to our val¬ 
ues of equity and retention 
... and significantly increas¬ 
es the base pay for all of 
our educators," Cordova 
said. 

Teachers plan to picket 
around the city beginning 
Monday as the district tries 
to keep schools open by 
staffing them with admin¬ 
istrators and substitutes. 
Ihe district has canceled 
classes for about 5,000 
preschoolers because it 
doesn't have the staff to 
take care of them. 

The two sides disagree 
about pay increases and 
bonuses for teachers in 
high-poverty schools and 
other schools that the dis¬ 
trict considers a priority. 
Teachers want lower bo¬ 
nuses to free up money 


for better overall salaries, 
while administrators say the 
bonuses are necessary to 
boost the academic per¬ 
formance of poor and mi¬ 
nority students. 

Bonuses paid to teachers 
with more than 14 years 
of experience do not be¬ 
come part of their base 


pay, which critics say en¬ 
courages high turnover 
and hurts students Both 
sides have agreed to get 
rid of that provision but 
disagree about how big 
the bonuses should be for 
teachers working in high- 
poverty schools and in 
schools deemed a high pri¬ 


ority by the district. 

Gov. Jared Polis decided 
Wednesday against inter¬ 
vening to stop the strike 
but said he may step in if 
it drags on. It's expected 
to cost about $400,000 a 
day to keep schools oper¬ 
ating with substitutes and 
administratorsO 
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Rarents question whether shooting drills traumatize kids

BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) 

Lo tig before an ex-student 
opened fire on his former 
classmates in Pa rkland, Flor¬ 
ida, many school districts 
conducted regular shoot¬ 
ing drills — exercises that 
sometimes included simu¬ 
lated gunfire and blood 
and often happened with 
no warning that the attack 
wasn't real. 

The drills began taking 
shape after the Colum¬ 
bine High School shoot¬ 
ing in 1999. But 20 years 
later, parents are increas¬ 
ingly questioning elements 
of the practice, including 
whether the drills trauma¬ 
tize kids. 

April Sullivan was pleasantly 
surprised by an "I love you, 
Mom"textfrom herdaugh- 
ter last May, even though

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she knew the eighth-grad¬ 
er wasn't supposed to be 
using her cellphone during 
school in Short Pump, Vir¬ 
ginia. But she did not know 
that her child sent it while 
supposedly hiding from 
an intruder. "The girl didn't 
know the "code blue" alert 
wasa drill. 

'To find out later she sent 
that text because she was 
in fearfor her life did not sit 
well with me," Sulliva n sa id. 
Henrico County Pub¬ 
lic Schools have since 
changed the way they 
conduct drills, making clear 
at the start that the events 
are not real and notifying 
parentsasthe drill beginsor 
right after, district spokes¬ 
man AndyJ enkssaid. 

The backlash underlines 
the challenges administra¬ 
tors face in deciding how 
far to go in the name of 
preparedness. 

Thirty-nine states require 
lockdown, active-shooter 
or similar safety drills Other 
states have less explicit re¬ 
quirements or leave it to 
districts, according to the 
Education Commission of 
the States A Mississippi task 
force has proposed twice- 
yearly active-shooterdrills 
But even as the drills be¬ 
come routine for many 
of the nation's 51 million 
elementary and second¬ 
ary public school students, 
there is no consensus on 
how they should be con¬ 


ducted, experts said. No 
data exists, for example, 
to show whether a drill with 
simulated gunfire is more 
effective or whether an 
exercise that's been an¬ 
nounced in advance is 
taken less seriously than a 
surprise. 

"Some hard data on each 
question are needed with 
urgency," said University at 
Buffalo professor Jeremy 
Finn, who gathered experts 
from around the country 
to evaluate school security 
measures at a conference 
in Washington, D.C., in Oc¬ 
tober. 

After Columbine, lock- 
downs that involved bolt¬ 
ing the doorand crouching 
quietly out of sight became 
the norm. In 2013, the De¬ 
partment of Education 
recommended giving staff 
latitude to evacuate, bar¬ 
ricade classroom doors or, 
as a last resort, fight back 
by throwing things or rush¬ 
ing the attacker. 

"Do you really want it to be 
your kid who's the one who 
takes the bullet and winds 
up with a plaque in the 
lobby of the school saying 
he went down as a hero?" 
asked Bethel Park, Penn¬ 
sylvania, parent Nanette 
Adams, who disagreed 
with the decision to adopt 
a widely used safety pro¬ 
tocol during a September 
drill at her 15-year-old son's 
high school. The protocol 


is known as AUCE, which 
stands for alert, lockdown, 
inform, counterand evacu¬ 
ate. 

'To me, this just seems like 
an indirect admission on 
the part of the schools that 
they really have no con¬ 
trol over who gets into the 
building, and the school se¬ 
curity offic e r isn't e no ug h to 
keep the place safe so we 
need to hold the kids ac¬ 
countable fordoing it," she 
said. 

In 2014, the National Asso¬ 
ciation of School Psycholo¬ 
gists and the National Asso¬ 
ciation of School Resource 
Officers issued joint guid¬ 
ance that cautioned that 
while drills have the poten¬ 
tial to save lives, those "not 
conducted appropriately" 
can cause "physical and 
psychological harm to stu¬ 
dents, staff and the overall 
learning environment." 
After public criticism of the 
unannounced Short Pump 
drill and others, the Virgin¬ 
ia House of Delegates last 
month considered, but de¬ 
feated, legislation requir¬ 
ing schools to give parents 
advance notification. The 
bill's Democratic sponsor, 
Schuyler VanValkenburg, 
a high school teacher, said 
opponents argued that 
the heads-up would hinder 
safety by letting students 
take it less seriously. 

"I think that's baloney. 
They're very aware of what 
can happen in thisdayand 
age. They all see the news 
They all see social media," 
said Sullivan, whose daugh¬ 
ter declined to be inter¬ 
viewed by The Associated 
Press but described the drill 
for Richmond television sta- 
tio n WWBTa few d a ys la te r. 
"I thought I was probably 
going to die that day," she 
said. 'We hear the door 
handle jiggling up and 
down and then we see the 
door open, and it's our re¬ 
source officer telling us it's 
a drill." 

When her son's school fired 
blanksduring a drill, Adams 
questioned whether it was 
really necessary to expose 
children to the sound of 
gunfire. Otherscomplained 
that such realistic exercises 
can take a toll on class¬ 
room learning even after 
the d rills a re done.Q

More snow likely for storm- 
buried Racific Northwest 


SEATILE (AP) — Pacific 
Northwest residents who 
are more accustomed to 
rain than snow were dig¬ 
ging out from a winter 
storm and bracing for more 
on Sunday. 

The sun was out but the 
National Weather Service 
said snow would return late 
in the afternoon into the 
evening across the North¬ 
west. Snowfall a mounts will 
range from an inch to 3 
inches (2.5 centimeters to 
7.6 centimeters) through 
Sunday night. 

Storms have delivered 
more snow to Seattle in the 
first days of February than it 
usually gets in a year, The 
Seattle Times reported . 
Snow was expected to 
push into the Puget Sound 
area later Sunday after¬ 
noon and continue into the 
early overnight hours, the 


weather service said. There 
will be a brief break before 
another system arrives. 

"Do n't o ve rlo o k th a t fi rst sys¬ 
tem," meteorologist J acob 
DeFlitch told The Seattle 
Times. "But the second one 
will arrive right on its heels 
and looks to be more sub¬ 
stantial. Between them, 
there's not much time to 
spare." 

Temperatures were in the 
teens or single digits. Low 
temperature recordscould 
fall Sunday, meteorologists 
said. It was9 degrees in Ar¬ 
lington, Washington early 
Sunday. The weather ser¬ 
vice said that was colder 
than the Arctic coast or 
North Slope of Alaska. 

An expected 2 feet to 4 
feet (0.6 meter to 1.21 me¬ 
ters) from Sunday through 
Wednesday in the Cas¬ 
cades could be welcome 


to skiersand snowboarders, 
Will Ahue, a meteorologist 
with the National Weather 
Service in Portland, told The 
Oregonian. School district 
offic ia Is throughout Oregon 
and southwest Washing¬ 
ton were closely following 
the weather forecasts and 
storm tracking for Monday 
classes, KOIN-TV reported . 
In Northern California, the 
latest in a series of storms 
dusted beaches with snow 
and caused whiteout con¬ 
ditions on mountain roads. 
The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice office in Eureka report¬ 
ed accumulating snow at 
sea level. KIEM-TV posted 
photos of Clam Beach in 
Areata covered in fresh 
powder. The last time Hum- 
boldtCounty beachessaw

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A ma n 

who was charged Sunday 
with killing a Milwaukee of¬ 
ficer during a drug raid on 
his home told investigators 
that he didn't realize it was 
police trying to breakdown 
his door, authorities said. 
Jordan P. Fricke, 26, is 
charged with first-degree 
intentional homicide and 
other crimes in the fatal 
shooting of 35-year-old Of¬ 
ficer Matthew Rittner, who 
was part of a tactical unit 
trying to serve a warrant 
to search the home for ille- 
galdrugsand weaponson 
Wednesday morning. 
According to the crimi¬ 
nal complaint, police an¬ 
nounced their presence 
several times and said 
they had a search war¬ 
rant, and an officer yelled 
"police" right before Fricke 
fired four rounds through a 
hole in the doorthat Rittner 
had made with a battering 
ram. Rittner died of a gun¬ 
shot wound to the chest. 
Fricke was in bed with his 
girlfriend when they were 
awakened by loud noise 
and yelling. Fie told investi¬ 
gators that he neverheand 
anyone yell "search war¬ 
rant." He said he thought 
he heard someone say 
"police" but didn't think it 
was actually the police try¬ 
ing to break into his home, 
the c o mp la int sta tes. 
Fricke's girlfriend said she

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— South Korea and the 
United States struck a new 
deal Sunday that increas¬ 
es Seoul's contribution for 
the cost of the American 
military presence on its soil, 
overcoming previousfailed 
negotiations that caused 
worries about their de¬ 
cades-long alliance. 

The development comes 
as President Donald Trump 
is set to hold his second 
summit with North Korean 
leader Kim J ong Un in Viet¬ 
nam in late February. 

South Korea last year pro¬ 
vided about $830 million, 
covering roughly 40 per¬ 
cent of the cost of the 
deployment of 28,500 U.S. 
soldiers whose presence is 
meant to deter aggression 
from North Korea. Trump 
has pushed forSouth Korea 
to pay more. 

On Sunday, chief negotia¬ 
tors from the two countries 
signed a new cost-sharing 
plan, which requires South 
Korea to pay about 1.04 
trillion won ($924 million) in 
2019, Seoul's Foreign Minis¬ 
try said in a statement. 

"The statement said the two 
countries reaffirmed the 
need fora "stable"U.S. mili¬ 
tary deployment amid the 
"rapidly changing situation 
on the Korean Peninsula." 
The ministry said the U.S. as¬ 


sured South Korea that it is 
committed to the alliance 
and has no plans to adjust 
the number of its troops in 
South Korea. 

South Korea began paying 
for the U.S. military deploy¬ 
ment in the early 1990s, af¬ 
ter rebuilding its economy 
from the devastation of the 
1950-1953 Korean War. The 
big U.S. military presence 
in South Korea is a symbol 
of the countries' alliance, 
forged in blood during the 
war, but also a source of 
long-running anti-Ameri¬ 
can sentiments 
About 20 anti-U.S. activ¬ 
ists rallied nearthe Foreign 
Ministry building in Seoul 


on Sunday, chanting slo¬ 
gans like "No more money 
forU.S. troops" No violence 
wasreported. 

'The United States govern¬ 
ment realizes that Korea 
does a lot for our alliance 
and peace and stability in 
the region," chief U.S. ne¬ 
gotiator Timothy Betts said 
Sunday in Seoul. 'We are 
very pleased our consulta¬ 
tions resulted in agreement 
that will strengthen trans¬ 
parency and deepen our 
cooperation and the alli¬ 
ance." 

The deal, which involvesthe 
spending of South Korean 
taxpayer money, requires 
parliamentary approval in 


South Korea, but not in the 
United States, according to 
Seoul's Foreign Ministry. 

The allies had failed to 
reach a new cost-sharing 
plan during some 10 rounds 
of talks A five-year 2014 
deal that covered South 
Korea's payment last year 
expired at the end of 2018. 
Some conservatives in 
South Korea voiced con¬ 
cerns over a weakening 
alliance with the United 
States at the same time 
as negotiations with North 
Korea to deprive it of its 
nuclear weapons hit a 
stalemate. They said Trump 
might use the failed military 
cost-sharing negotiations 
as an excuse to pull back 
some U.S. troops in South 
Korea asa bargaining chip 
in talks with North Korean 
leader Kim J ong Un. 

Trump told CBS' "Face the 
Nation" on Feb. 3 that he 
has no plans to withdraw 
troops from South Korea. 
During his election cam¬ 
paign, Trump suggested he 
could pull backtroopsfrom 
South Korea and J a pan un¬ 
less they took on greater a 
share of the financial bur¬ 
dens of supporting U.S. sol- 
diersdeployed there. 

South Korean media earlier 
reported that Trump de¬ 
manded South Korea dou¬ 
ble its spending for the U.S. 
military deployment, before 
his government eventually 


asked for 1.13 trillion won 
($1 billion). Seoul's Foreign 
Ministry said the U.S. had 
called fora sharp increase 
in South Korean spending 
but didn't elaborate. 

Trump announced last 
week that he will sit down 
with Kim for their second 
summit. Their first summit 
in Singapore last June re¬ 
sulted in Kim's vague com¬ 
mitment to the "complete 
denuclearization of the Ko¬ 
rean Peninsula,"a term that 
his propaganda machine 
previously used when it ar¬ 
gued it would only denu¬ 
clearize after the U.S. with¬ 
draws its troops from South 
Korea. Trump's top envoy 
for North Korea, Stephen 
Biegun, visited Pyongyang 
lastweekto work out details 
of the upcoming summit. 
After being briefed by Bie¬ 
gun about his Pyongyang 
trip, South Korea's presiden¬ 
tial office said Sunday that 
U.S. and North Korean of¬ 
ficials plan to meet again 
the week of Feb. 17 in an 
unidentified Asian country. 
The U.S. military arrived in 
South Korea to disarm Ja¬ 
pan, which colonized the 
Korean Peninsula from 
1910-45, following its World 
War II defeat. Most U.S. 
troops were withdrawn in 
1949 but they returned the 
next year to fight alongside 
South Korea in the Korean 
War.Q

'The time of Sa nchez's gov¬ 
ernment is over," Popu¬ 
lar Party president Pablo 
Casa do said. He asked vot¬ 
ers to punish Sanchez's So¬ 
cialists in the European, lo¬ 
cal and regional elections 
in May. 

The political tensions come 
as a highly sensitive trial 
at Spain's Supreme Court 
starts Tuesday for 12 Cata¬ 
lan separatists who face 
charges, including rebel¬ 
lion, fortheirrolesin a failed 
secession attempt in 2017. 
Sanchez inherited the 
Catalan conflict from for¬ 
mer Prime Minister Mariano 
Rajoy, the then-leader of 
the Popular Party. Rajoy 
proved incapable of stop¬ 
ping support for secession 
from swelling in Catalonia 
to roughly ha If ofthe north¬ 
eastern region's voters. 
Speaking at a Socialist 


party event in northern 
Spain, Sanchez reminded 
his political opponents that 
when he wasan opposition 
leader, he stood by Rajoy 
on the situation in Cata¬ 
lonia even after separatist 
regional officials staged an 
Oct. 2017 independence 
referendum in defiance of 
Spanish courts. 

"And what I am doing now 
as prime minister, always 
respecting the constitution, 
is to solve a national crisis 
to which the Popular Party 
has contributed," Sanchez 
said. 

'The unity of Spain means 
uniting Spaniards and not 
confronting them as the 
right wing is doing in Plaza 
de Colon today," he said. 
Sanchez came to power 
in June promising to thaw 
tensions between central 
authorities in Madrid and 
the Catalan leaders in Bar¬ 
celona. He met twice with 
Catalan chief Quim Torra. 
Members of the central 
and regional governments 
had several more encoun¬ 
ters. 

Sanchez had said he would 
be willing to help Cata¬ 
lan lawmakers agree to a 
new Charter Law, which 
determines the amount of 
self-rule the region enjoys 
But Sanchez's government 
broke off negotiations on 
Friday, when Vice Presi¬ 
dent Carmen Calvo said 
the separatists wouldn't 
budge from their demand 
foran independence refer¬ 
endum.

Zuroff called the decision 
an "example of unique and 
exemplary civic courage."

public Friday. It said 1,408 
Finnish volunteers served 
with the SS Panzer Division 
Wiking during 1941-43, most 
of them 17 to 20-yea rs-o Id. 
"It is very likely that they 
(Finnish volunteers) partici¬ 
pated in the killing of Jews, 
other civilians and prisoners 
of war as part of the Ger¬ 
man SS troops," said Jussi 
Nuorteva, director general 
of the National Archives 
A significant part of the 
study was based on diaries 
kept by 76 of the Finnish 
SS volunteers. Eight of the 
Finnish SS volunteers a re still 
alive, Nuorteva said. 

Finland was invaded by 
Moscow in Novemberl939. 
The fighting in what be¬ 
came known asthe Finnish- 
Soviet Winter War lasted 
until March 1940, when an 
overwhelmed and outnum¬ 
bered Finland agreed to a 
bitter peace treaty. The 
small Nordic country lost 
several territories but main¬ 
tained its independence. 
Isolated from the rest of Eu¬ 
rope and afraid of another 


Soviet attack, Finland en¬ 
tered into an alliance with 
Germany, receiving weap- 
onsand othermaterial help 
from Berlin. 

As part of the pact, Nazi SS 
chief Heinrich Himmler in¬ 
sisted that Finland dispatch 
soldiers to the SS Wiking 
division, similar to the vol¬ 
unteers it demanded from 
Nazi-occupied Belgium, 
Denmark, the Netherlands, 
Norway and elsewhere. 
Reluctantly, Finland com¬ 
plied and covertly recruit¬ 
ed the first group of 400 
SS volunteers to be sent 
for training in the spring of 
1941. The vast majority of 
them had no ideological 
sympathies with the Nazi 
regime, the report said. 
When Nazi Germany in¬ 
vaded the Soviet Union 
in June 1941 under Op¬ 
eration Barbarossa, Finnish 
regular army troops fought 
independently alongside 
Wehrmacht soldiers on the 
northeastern front. In 1941, 
the Finns advanced in the 
Karelia region outside Len¬ 
ingrad. 


The Finnish soldierswere not 
underNazi command, and 
the country's leadership 
was mainly motivated by 
the desire to take backthe 
territories lost to Moscow. 
"At the beginning of the at¬ 
tack (on the Soviet Union), 
Finns were unaware of the 
Germans' goal of eradicat¬ 
ing the Jews," Nuorteva 
said. "Finns were, above 
all, interested in fighting 
against the Soviet Union" 
due to their brutal experi¬ 
ences in the Winter War 
and the perceived threat 
from Moscow. 

In this way, 'the starting 
point for Finns' involvement 
wasdifferent compared to 
most othercountriesjoining 
SS foreign volunteers," he 
said. 

Finnish SS volunteers with 
the SS Wiking division oper¬ 
ated on the eastern front 
until 1943, entering deep 
into Ukraine. 

The leading Finnish military 
historians who undertook 
the study of the country's 
wartime role wrote that the 
Finnish SS volunteers likely 
took part in killing J ews and 
other civilians, as well as 
witnessed atrocities com¬ 
mitted by the Germans 
The volunteers returned 
to Finland after the Finnish 
government sensed the 
tide of the war had turned 
against the Germans. Many 
of them then served in the 
Finnish military until the end 
of Wo rid Warll. 

A copy of Friday's report 
was given to Paula Lehto- 
maki, a state secretary with 
the Finnish government, 
who said it was a valuable 
contribution to existing re¬ 
search "on difficult and sig¬ 
nificant historical events" 
during Finland's complex 
World Warll history.

despite being infirm since a 
2013 stroke, is fit enough af- 
tertwo decades in charge 
of this gas-rich North Afri¬ 
can nation. 

In the two weeks since 
the electoral process was 
launched, 186people have 
requested the documents 
needed to declare their 
candidacy. That's more 
than double the numberof 
potential candidatesatth is 
stage in the last presiden¬ 
tial election, in 2014. 

Most will never get the sig¬ 
natures necessary to for¬ 
mally get on the April 18 
ballot. But the range of 
candidates suggests wide 
frustration with the status 
quo. 

Bouteflika, 82, announced 
via Algeria's official APS 
news agency Sunday that 
he plans to seek a further 
five-year term. Yet his fit¬ 
ness for office was already 
a question in the 2014 elec¬ 
tion, coming a year after 
a stroke left him speaking 
and moving with difficulty 
and largely confined to a 
wheelchair. 

He has only been seen in 
public a few times a year 
throughout his entire fourth 
term — yet many Algerians 
would likely vote for Boute¬ 
flika again, for fear of the 
instability that his departure 
could unleash.

worry about a political 
earthquake in Africa's larg¬ 
est country by land mass, 
home to 42 million people 
and an al-Qaida affiliate 
that has targeted foreign¬ 
ers in the past. 

Among Bouteflika's top 
challengers are former 
Prime Minister Ali Benflis, 
the runner-up in 2014 and 
today's main opposition 
candidate; influential re¬ 
tired Gen. Ali Ghediri; and 
the leader of a moderate 
Islamist party, Abderazak 
Makri. 

The heads of several small 
political parties from across 
the spectrum are also hop¬ 
ing to run — along with 
many Algerians who don't 
have the slightest links to 
politics. 

Would-be candidate Salah 
Kemmach wants to run 
because he was bom the 
day that former President 
Houari Boumediene died in 
1978. 

"For me, it's a sign of des¬ 
tiny" he says in a video get¬ 
ting attention on social me¬ 
dia. "I decided to take my 
responsibility to continue 
(Boumediene's) project, 
abandoned by those who 
succeeded him." 

Another candidate, a for¬ 
mer street cleaner from the 
western city of Oran, says 
he wants to be president 
'to eat steak." 

While some dismiss the 
wannabe presidents as 
nothing more than carni¬ 
val jesters, political science 
professor Mohamed Lag- 
gab of Algiers University 
says the huge number of 
potential candidates is a 
sign of degradation in Al¬ 
gerian politics 
"Political practices have 


fallen very low. When hold¬ 
ers of dirty money buy par¬ 
liament seats with billions, 
when people implicated in 
legal scandals find them¬ 
selves in visible political 
posts, when people with 
no intellectual experi¬ 
ence and no political con¬ 
science want to become 
president, minister, senator 
— then you shouldn't be 
surprised to see today this 
type of candidate," he told 
The Associated Press. 
Corruption has long eat¬ 
en away at public trust in 
Algeria, from its opaque 
energy sector to the high¬ 
est levels of politics Dirty 
money scandals surround¬ 
ed the 2017 parliamentary 
election, with the son of the 
governing party leadersus- 
pected of taking bribes in 
exchange for spots on the 
party's candid ate list. 

Other parties said they 
were approached by 
people offering to drum 
up signatures for potential 
candidates in exchange 
forcash. 

To get on the ballot, can¬ 
didates must gather 60,000 
signatures of citizens or 
6,000 signatures of elected 
officials, spread outover25 
of Algeria's 48 administra¬ 
tive departments. 

Bouteflika won the 2014 
election with 81 percent of 
the vote despite not even 
appearing in his own cam¬ 
paign. He is appreciated 
for helping reconcile the 
country after a devastat¬ 
ing civil war in the 1990s 
between Islamic insurgents 
and the military that left 
around 200,000 people 
dead.

Astronomers unlikely victims of Mexico's violence, c rime

MEXICO CITY (AP) — As¬ 
tronomers have become 
the latest victims of Mexi¬ 
co's violence with activities 
at two observatories be¬ 
ing reduced because their 
staff suffered crimes while 
travelling to the remote 
mountain sites, researchers 
said Thursday. 

The problems occurred 
near the Alfonso Serrano 
Large MillimeterTelescope, 
orLMT, in the central Mexi¬ 
co state of Puebla. It is the 
world's largest single-dish 
steerable millimeter-wave¬ 
length telescope and is 


jointly run by the University 
of Massachusetts at Am¬ 
herst and Mexico's national 
institute of astrophysics. 

LMT"has reduced its scien¬ 
tific activities to a minimum 
level due to the security 
problems in the region sur¬ 
rounding the telescope," 
said university spokesman 
Ed Blaguszewski.

Venezuelan doctors pro¬ 
tested Sunday at the en¬ 
trance to a bridge blocked 
by their nation's military to 
demand that humanitarian 
aid be allowed to enter, 
as opposition leader Juan 
Guaido acknowledged 
the conflict over the food 
and medicalsuppliescould 
lead to clashes 
Carrying a giant Venezu¬ 
elan flag, about two doz¬ 
en doctors in white coats 
called on the military to 
remove a tanker and two 
cargo containers blocking 
the lienditas International 
Bridge where humanitarian 
aid provided by the United 
States is being stored. 

The doctors protested on 


the Colombia side of the 
border, saying they would 
face repercussionsforhold- 
ing a similar demonstration 
on the Venezuelan side. 

Dr. Katia Diaz, a psychia¬ 
trist, said that each day aid 
sits waiting fortransport into 
Venezuela represents one 
more day in which patient 
lives a re at risk. 

'Those containers represent 
the arrogance of a dicta¬ 
tor," she said. "It lays bare 
the lack of humanity, of 
compassion for the pain 
of our people." Guaido, 
the leader of the National 
Assembly who four dozen 
nations are recognizing as 
Venezuela's rightful presi¬ 
dent, urged the military to 
think carefully about how 


they will proceed. Attend¬ 
ing a church service Sun¬ 
day with his family, he rec¬ 
ognized that the feud be¬ 
tween those who do and 
do not want the aid to be 
let in could lead to clashes 
"It depends on you," he 
said to the military. "We're 
not talking between the 
lines. We're talking clearly 
and decisively, giving an 
order to the armed forces: 
To allow the aid in." 
President Nicolas Madu¬ 
ra has vowed not to let 
the supplies pass, saying 
Venezuela isn't a nation 
of beggars. He contends 
the food, hygiene kits and 
emergency medical gear 
are part of a larger ploy 
by the United States to re¬ 
move him from power. 

The U.S. provided the aid 
and the Colombian gov¬ 
ernment helped ensure its 
transport to the border, but 
the opposition is charged 
with handling the aid's dis¬ 
tribution within Venezu¬ 
ela. They have not yet an¬ 
nounced how they plan for 
the aid to enter if the mili¬ 
tary does not consent. 
Guaido declared him¬ 
self Venezuela's interim 
president before masses 
of cheering supporters in 
late January, arguing that 
under the constitution he 
should become chief of 
state because Madura's re- 
election wasa sham.Q

ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP) — 

Anaheim Ducks general 
manager Bob Murray tried 
to give Randy Carlyle as 
much time as possible to 
turn things around. But a 
seven-game losing streak 
and freefall into last place 
in the Western Conference 
showed Murray that a 
turnaround wasn't coming 
soon. 

Murray announced thathe 
would take over as interim 
coach for the remainder 
of the regularseason after 
firing Carlyle on Sunday. 
Anaheim will hire a new 
coach following the sea¬ 
son. 

'What has happened 
here lately and how we 
have played, it was time 
for change," Murray said 
during a conference call. 
"Some people thought I 
waited fartoo long but this 
teamhasa history of com¬ 
ing on and charging late. 

I realized it wasn't going to 
happen a few days ago 
that it wasn't going to hap¬ 
pen." 

After no firings last year, the 
Due ks a re the sixth tea m to 
make a change this sea¬ 
son, joining Los Angeles, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Edmon¬ 
ton and Philadelphia. 

The 62-year-old Carlyle,the 
winningest coach in Ducks 
history, was in his second 
stint with Anaheim. He led 
the team to the Stanley 
Cup in 2007 and three ap¬ 
pearances in the Western 
Conference Final (2006, 
2007, 2017). 

Anaheim has made the 
playoffs six stra ight seasons 
but won just two of its last 
21 games.

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Doncic, Mavericks erase deficit 
in 102-101 win over Blazers

DALLAS (AP) — Luka Don¬ 
cic was summoned back 
to the court for a very 
brief speech to a group of 
about 100 Slovenians who 
made the 24-hour trek to 
see their countryman, the 
teenage rookie sensation 
forthe Da lias Mavericks. 

Ihe bigger thrill forthe visi¬ 
tors came a little earlier 
when Doncic helped en¬ 
gineer a fourth-quarter 
comeback against the 
playoff-contending Port¬ 
land Trail Blazers. 

Doncic scored 13 of his 
28 points in the fourth, 
Tim Hardaway Jr. finished 
with 24 and the Mavericks 
erased a 15-point deficit 
in the final 10 minutes for a 
102-101 victory Sunday. 

"I don't normally play him 
the whole quarter, but 
when we began to make 
the push early in the fourth 
it was just one those times 
where he was going to 
have to finish for us to have 
a chance," said coach 
Rick Carlisle, whose team 
matched its biggest come- 
backofthe season. 

Damian Liliard scored 21 of 
his 30 points in the last half 
of the third quarter to help 
the Blazensbuild a lead that 
grew to 96-81 early in the 
fourth before the Maver¬ 
icks mounted their rally. 

Lilia rd made eight straight 
shots and in one stretch 
scored 16 straight Portland 
points in the third, but the 
All-Star guard missed his 
last four attempts as the 
Blazers went 10:10 without 
a field goal in a nine-point 
fourth quarter. 

The last missfrom Lilia rd was 
a driving layup in the final 
seconds after Doncic had 
missed at the other end, 
and Dallas' Maxi Kleber 
hunched over with the re¬ 
bound and hung on long 
enough fortime to expire. 
"Some missed opportuni¬ 
ties, some turnovers, some 
poor decisions, and you 
have got to give Da lias a lot 
of credit," Portland coach 
Terry Stotts said. 'They play 
with a lot of energy." 

There is plenty of debate 
over whether the Maver- 


ic ks still wa nt to ma ke the 
playoffs after trading the 
other four starters around 
Doncic in a pair of deals 
that were c lea rly a bout the 
future overthe present. 
Three of the starters went 
to New York, and the Mav¬ 
ericks have decided not 
to play the centerpiece 
of that deal. They instead 
plan to let 2018 All-Star Kri¬ 
sta ps Porzingis continue his 
recovery from a knee injury 
sustained abouta yearago 
with the Knicks.Hardaway 
was the second-biggest 
part of the deal for Dallas, 
and had his best showing 
in his third game. With the 
intensity of the rally build¬ 
ing, he won a scramble for 
a loose ball and weaved 
through defenders for an 
emphatic left-handed 
dunk to get Dallas within 
one. 

Doncic gave the Maver¬ 
icks their first lead since 
early in the second quar¬ 
ter with a finger-roll layup, 
then the 19-year-old put 
them ahead for good with 
a 3-point play on a driving 
layup fora 102-99 lead with 
1:28 remaining. 

AfterCJ McCollum made a 
shot, the teamsexchanged 
misses before Lilia rd's last- 
second attempt in the third 
lossinthe pastlOgamesfor 
Portland. 

"I just think it's a message 
because they're a team 
that's below .500 right 
now," Lilia rd said. 'They just 
had a trade. They got all 
new guys and things like 
that, and it's a game that 
we should be able to win." 

J ustuf Nurkic had 18 points 
on 9-of-ll shooting and 10 
rebounds before fouling 
out when Hardaway got 
the Mavericks to 97-all on 
free throws. They had been 
even at 67 in the third be¬ 
fore Lilia rd took over and 
gave the Blazersa comfort¬ 
able lead. 

Dwight Powell had 13points 
and eight rebounds, in¬ 
cluding an alley-oop dunk 
from Doncic that kicked 
the comeback into anoth- 
ergearwhile getting Dallas 
within six. Doncic had nine 
reboundsand sixassists. 
Dorian Finney-Smith started 


the game-ending 21-5 run 
by tipping in his own miss 
and finished with 11 points 
and six boards

Blazers McCollum wasjust 
6 of 17 from the field and 
finished with 14 points, end¬ 
ing his career-best streak of 
three straight games with 
at least 30 points ... Seth 
Curry scored four points 
against his former team. 
The Mavericks had inter¬ 
est in bringing back Curry 
this season as a key 3-point 
threat after he missed the 
2017-18 season with a stress 
fracture in his lower left leg.

ARE, Sweden (AP) — Lind¬ 
sey Vonn walked off with 
her career haul of medals 
in her right hand, the gold, 
silver and bronze clinking 
together almost weighing 
herdown. 

Or was it the bulging knee 
braces and metal support 
rodsinside her vast array of 
broken bones? 

Whatever it was, the sound 
was a reminder of what 
Vonn has come to sym¬ 
bolize — an athlete who 
battled back from one 
major injury after another 
throughout her career to 
win more ski racesthan any 
otherwoman. 

Add one more — final — 
comebackto the list 
Five days after crashing 
in super-G — a fall that 
knocked the wind out of 
her and left her with a 
black eye and a bruised 
rib — and three months 
after tearing a ligament in 
herleft knee, Vonn won the 
bronze medal in the world 
championship downhill 
Sunday in the final race of 
hercareer. 

She's shed so many tears 
that there are none left — 
just like she no longer has 
any cartilage in her knees 
"I'm literally tapped out, I 
can't cry anymore," Vonn 
said. "I want to cry but it's 
dry. ... It's not an easy thing 
to feel your bones hitting 
together and continue to 
push through it. 

'Of course I'm sore. Even 
before the crash I wassore. 
So I'm just sore on top of 
sore. My neck is killing me," 
Vonn said. "But at the end 
of the day no one cares 
if my neck hurts; they only 
care if I win. ... I knew that 
I was capable of pushing 


through the pain one last 
time and I did that. ... Ev¬ 
ery athlete has their own 
obstacles and I faced mine 
head on today and I con¬ 
quered them." 

Vonn had been planning 
on retiring in Decemberbut 
she recently moved up her 
plansdue to persistent pain 
in both of her surgically re¬ 
paired knees. Then came 
the super-G crash, when 
she straddled a gate in mid¬ 
air, flew face first down the 
mountain and slammed 
into the safety nets 
"She has been business as 
usual this whole week, say¬ 
ing I'm racing to win," Karin 
Kildow, Vonn's sister, told 
Ihe Associated Press. "I was 
like, 'Just maybe make it 
down and maybe stand 
up.' But she was like, 'No, 
I'm going full out'. She was 
definitely in the mindset to 
push it and she really did." 
It's a medal that brings 
Vonn full circle: the Ameri¬ 


can's two silvers at the 2007 
worlds on the same course 
in Are were the first two ma¬ 
jor championship medals 
of hercareer. 

"I was weighing in my mind 
the risk of putting it all out 
there, crashing and getting 
injured again, as opposed 
to finishing where I wanted 
to,"Vonn said. "Itwasan in¬ 
ternal battle." 

As soon as she exited 
the finish area, Vonn em¬ 
braced Swedish great In- 
gemar Stenmark, the only 
skier to win more World 
Cup racesthan she did — 
86 to 82. 

"I basically begged him to 
come here via text, in all 
caps, many exclamation 
points," Vonn said. "He'san 
icon and a legend in our 
sport and he doesn't re¬ 
ally like the spotlight but he 
deserves to have it. I was 
just so grateful that he was 
there. Honestly, it's a per¬ 
fectending to my career." 


Ihe third skieron the course, 
Vonn had a big smile on 
her face when she came 
down with the fastest run to 
that point. She waved and 
bowed to the crowd. 
Eventually, Ilka Stuhec of 
Slovenia beat Vonn and 
took gold, defending her 
title from the 2017 worlds. 
Stuhec finished 0.23 sec¬ 
onds ahead of silver med¬ 
alist Corinne Suter of Swit¬ 
zerland and 0.49 ahead of 
Vonn. 

"Not many were counting 
on (Vonn) to get the med¬ 
al in her last race, which 
makes it even more spe¬ 
cial," Stuhec said. 'She has 
won everything." 

Vonn became the first fe¬ 
male skier to win medals 
at six different world cham¬ 
pionships. It's also her fifth 
downhill medal ata worlds, 
matching the record es¬ 
tablished by Annemarie 
Moser-Proell and Christel 
Cranz. 'Thank You Lindsey: 


Forever A Star," read one 
sign positioned by the side 
of the course. 

Four U.S. flags were in the 
grandstand when Vonn 
came down and there 
were quite a few cheers 
when she started her run 
wearing a suit with blue- 
and-yellow trim — Swe¬ 
den's colors — to honor 
Stenmark. 

"She really deserves this 
sendoff from her great ca¬ 
reer," said Eleanor Bod in, a 
21-year-old fan from Swe¬ 
den who was holding up a 
sign saying 'ThankYou Lind¬ 
sey." 

"She has been my favorite 
skier since 2008 when I saw 
her winning on television," 
Bod in said. "I was a little 
girl sitting on the sofa. I just 
thought what a great skier 
and inspiration." 

At 34, Vonn eclipsed her 
own record from two years 
ago for oldest woman to 
win a medal ata worlds. 
Fog and wind forced orga¬ 
nizers to shorten the course 
to the second reserve start, 
which favored Vonn be¬ 
cause it reduced the strain 
on her knees. 

Now she can finally let her 
body heel and move onto 
the next phase of her life — 
possibly acting, having chil¬ 
dren, starting a business. 
"I'm looking forward to just 
chilling outa bitand recov¬ 
ering everything, including 
my mind," Vonn said. "It's 
been a lotto process. 

'The nice thing is that, in 
the real world I'm actually 
pretty young. I have felt 
really old for a long time, 
because I'm racing with 
girls that are like 15 years 
younger than me. So now, 
in the real world, I'm nor¬ 
mal. Thirty is the new 20 so 
I'm super young. I've got a 
lotto look forward to. 


Worlds slopestyle final canceled, medals based on qualifying 


PARK CITY, Utah (AP) — The 

17-year-old snowboarder 
from New Zealand wasn't 
even going to compete in 
the slopestyle final Sunday 
after being injured during 
qualifying. 

This was indeed a wind- 
aided win forZDi Sadowski- 
Synnott. 

Sadowski-Synnott breezed 


to the title after the finals 
were canceled Sunday 
due to strong wind gusts 
on the lastday of the world 
championships. The orga¬ 
nizers based the women's 
and men's medalists on the 
qualifying rounds. 

It was quite a break for 
Sadowski-Synnott, who ac¬ 
knowledged she wasn'tgo-

There were 
definitely some gusty winds, 
and they made the best 
decision." 

Sadowski-Synnott turned in 
a solid first run in qualifying 
on Saturday before being 
banged up on hersecond

DAYTONA BEACH, Ha. (AP) 

— J immie J ohnson'syoung¬ 
est daughter prays every 
night for Daddy to win a 
race. When Johnson scuf¬ 
fled through the worst sea¬ 
son of hiscareer, he felt the 
strain of not reaching vic¬ 
tory lane. 

"It was putting some pres¬ 
sure on me,"J ohnson said. 

J ohnson called the invoca¬ 
tion "cute to hear." 

He didn't feel the same 
about critical comments 
saying Johnson was past 
his prime. The 43-year-old 
Johnson tweeted "I'm far 
from done" in the offsea¬ 
son, and with a risky move 
in the rain, he showed 
there's plenty left. 

J ohnson triggered a wreck 
that wiped out nearly the 
entire 20-carfield at Dayto¬ 
na and zipped to the lead 
to win the rain-shortened 
exhibition Clash on Sunday. 
Ihe seven-time Cup Series 
champion failed to win 
a race for the first time in 
his career in 2018, but a 
dose of aggression put him 
back in victory lane dur¬ 
ing the opening weekend 
of Speedweeks. Johnson's 
win capped a bannerday 
for Hendrick Motorsports: 
teammates William Byron 
and Alex Bowman locked 
in the front row for the Day¬ 
tona 500 earlier in the day 
in qualifying. 

"It's been a pretty awe¬ 
some day," Hendrick said. 
"I hate we had the wreck 
there at the end, but it's 
been a really good day for 
the team." 

The celebration atDaytona 
comes with a caveat: the 
last Daytona 500 pole-sitter 
to win the race was Dale 
Jarrett in 2000, and John¬ 
son's victory doesn't count 
in the official NASCAR re¬ 
cord book. 

Paul Menard led 51 laps 
and controlled the race 
interrupted three times for 


rain. With more rain loom¬ 
ing, Johnson dipped low 
and tried to side-draft Me¬ 
nard asthey battled forthe 
lead. But Johnson turned 
Menard and started a 
chain-reaction accident 
that left cars sideways and 
smoking behind the No. 48 
Chevrolet. 

"I looked in the mirror and 
there were a lot of cars 
caught up in it," Johnson 
said. 

The rain that ended the 
race hit not long after the 
decisive move and John¬ 
son won for the first time 
with new crew chief Kevin 
Meendering and new pri¬ 
mary sponsor Ally.

Johnson and longtime 
crew chief Chad Knaussplit 
at the end of last season 
afterseven championships 
Knaus beat J ohnson in the 
race to the first race day 
bash — by just a few hours 
But the race to victory lane 
in a race that really counts 
comes in the regular sea¬ 
son, and Johnson hasn't 
won a Cup race since J une 
4, 2017 at Dover.

"I felt like it was aggressive 
side-drafting,"Menard said.

Johnson had been caught

hernia. 

lhat moved up the highly 
anticipated No. 1 contend¬ 
er match between rising 
New Zealand starAdesay- 
na and Brazilian veteran 
Anderson Silva (34-9) to the 
main event on the so Id-out 
Rod LaverArena card. 

In an evenly matched fight 
over the first two rounds, 
Adesayna landed the first 
blow — an outside kick to 
Silva's leg — then followed 
it up with a kickto hisoppo- 
nent's right thigh, but Silva 
fought back with two shots 
to Adesayna'sc hin. Despite 
the late flurry, Adesayna 
appeared to have margin¬ 
ally taken the first round. 
Silva appeared to have 
won the second round, 
and chants for the Brazil¬ 
ian went up in the crowd 
to start the third and final 
round. But Adesayna, now

UFC president Dana White 
said the 28-year-old New 
Tea land-bom Whittaker, 
who has a record of 20-4, 
became ill Saturday night 
and complained of pain 
in his abdomen before be¬ 
ing diagnosed ata hospital 
with a hernia. White said 
Whittaker could have died 
if he went into the ring with 
such an injury. 

In a later statement, UFC 
said Whittaker had under¬ 
gone emergency surgery 
due to a "severe abdomi¬ 
nal injury." Whittaker's man- 
agerTitus Day said Whittak- 
erfirst reported some issues 
around 6 p.m. on Saturday. 
"Rob said he was a bit 
bloated and a little bit

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Get ready to say good 
riddance to the checkout 
line. 

A year after Amazon 
opened its first cashier-less 
store, startups and retail¬ 
ers are racing to get simi¬ 
lar technology in stores 
throughout the world, let¬ 
ting shoppers buy groceries 
without waiting in line. 

If they work, cashier-less 
stores will not only save 
time but maybe money 
too, for both cost-cutting 
merchants and customers 
whose shopping habits are 
dissected. 

From camerasand sensors, 
the stores will know when 
shoppers pick up a prod¬ 
uct and put it down, and 
can send them a discount 
to tempt them to buy it. 
Merchants will be able to 
create more space for 
merchandise, better track 
when shelves need replen¬ 
ishing and draw more busi¬ 
ness from the hordes of 
customers who detest long 
lines 

But the monitoring sys¬ 
tem underlying cashier¬ 
less technology is bound 
to raise new privacy issues 
and worries about cus¬ 
tomer data falling into the 
wrong hands, especially if 
stores deploy facial recog¬ 
nition software in the omni¬ 
present cameras watching 
shoppers. 

"It could be scary, and it 
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could be creepy," says Pe- 
terTrepp, CEO of FaceFirst, 
a Los Angeles company 
that so far has only sold its 
facial recognition tools to 
retailers trying to identify 
shoplifters and other crimi¬ 
nals "But if it's used to give 


people a 30 percent cou¬ 
pon on something they 
want that is going to be a 
nice benefit. That kind of 
experience will help peo¬ 
ple embrace the technol¬ 
ogy." 

Amazon has a head start 
in the U.S., opening 10 con¬ 
venience storesin three cit¬ 
ies: Chicago, San Francisco 
and Seattle. "The stores sell 
salads and sandwiches for 
lunch, everyday items like 
toilet pa per and Advil, and 
groceries such as Cheerios 
and raw ground beef. 
Shoppers scan an app to 
enterthe Amazon Go store, 
grab what they want and 
walk out. Cameras and 


sensors on the ceiling track 
what's taken so their credit 
or debit cards are auto¬ 
matically charged when 
they leave. Shoppers will 
know how long it took to 
shop, since Amazon sends 
an alert with their shopping 


time. 

"It was just a phenomenal 
experience,"said Tom Had- 
field, who bought a Coke 
Tero in a minute and five 
seconds at one of the Go 
sto res in San Francisco while 
visiting the city recently. 
Hadfield, who runs a tech¬ 
nology startup in Austin, 
Texas, said it reminded him 
of the first time he rode an 
Uber. 

'You just know it's going to 
be the future,"he said. 
Amazon doesn't say how 
much money its cashier-less 
stores make. But analysts 
from RBC Capital Markets 
recently visited Amazon 
Go's two San Francisco 


stores to come up with a 
number. Based on their 
observations of traffic pat¬ 
terns, they estimated about 
400 to 700 customers per 
day will visit each of the 
roughly 2,000-square-foot 
Amazon Go stores, gener¬ 
ating sales of $1.1 million to 
$2 million annually, assum¬ 
ing an average purchase 
of $10. At the high end of 
that range, it works out to 
twice the sales of a typi¬ 
cal U.S. convenience store, 
RBC calculated. 

Several startups are pitch¬ 
ing technology to retailers 
who want to create Ama¬ 
zon Go-like stores of their 
own. One of the compa¬ 
nies, called AiFi, says it has 
signed deals with the Car- 
refourchain in France and 
Zhbka convenience stores 
in Poland. Others, includ¬ 
ing Zippin, Grabandgo, 
Trigo Vision and Inokyo, say 
they are negotiating deals 
with retailers in the U.S. and 
other pa rts of the world, al¬ 
though none are ready to 
identify them yet. 

'Once a few big retail 
chains begin to deploy this 
technology, it's going to 
snowball and we will see 
more and more ofthem do¬ 
ing it," says Michael Suswal, 
co-founder of Standard 
Cognition, anothercashier- 
less techno logy startup. 

So far, companies work¬ 
ing on the technology are 
finding ways to do without 
facial recognition. Their sys¬ 
tems rely on cameras for 
identifying objects rather 
than people. Uke Amazon, 


they rely on tailored smart¬ 
phone appsto identify who 
is entering the store and to 
process the sale for what¬ 
ever products a re taken. 
Both Standard Cognition 
and Zippin opened small 
stores in San Francisco last 
yearthathave held invita¬ 
tion-only demonstrations or 
been open for limited hours 
with a scant selection of 
merchandise. 

"I like the idea of being 
able to come into a store, 
grab what you want and 
just walk out,"saysTomono- 
ri Nishimura, a 30-year-old 
researcher for Fujitsu Labo¬ 
ratories after getting a bag 
of Funyuns at Standard's 
small store in San Francisco 
recently. 

Amazon appears the most 
likely to make cashier-less 
stores a more common 
sight, partly because it can 
afford to open stores with 
the technology already 
built into them, given itscur- 
rent ma rket va lue of a bout 
$800 billion — ranking 
among the most valuable 
companies in the world. 

But the country's biggest 
retailers are also trying to 
speed up the shopping pro¬ 
cess. Sam'sClub, the ware- 
house-style club owned by 
Walmart, opened a test 
store in Dallas that has no 
cashiers. Instead, shoppers 
use their smartphones to 
scan products and pay. 
7-Eleven is testing some¬ 
thing similar at 14 stores in 
Da lla s. 

"Waiting in line is torture," 
says 7-Eleven's Gurmeet 
Singh, the company'schief 
digital officer and chief in¬ 
formation officer. 

Though, he added, there 
are no plans to get rid of 
cashiers. He wants people 
to have a choice on how 
they pay. 

As cashier-less stores be¬ 
come more common, 
there will likely be more 
political pressure to ensure 
they still offer an option to 
pay by cash to avoid dis¬ 
criminating against lower- 
income consumers without 
bank accounts and credit 
cards. In anticipation of 
that likelihood, Standard 
Cognition already has set 
up a separate kiosk for all¬ 
cash purchases in its test 
sto re.□

NEW YORK (AP) — The U S. 

and dozens of other coun¬ 
tries may have declared 
that Nicolas Maduro is no 
longer the legitimate presi- 
dentofVenezuela, but that 
hasnotloosened hisgrip on 
power. Maduro still controls 
the military, despite scat¬ 
tered defections. He has 
the loyalty of the Supreme 
Court. And he has ren¬ 
dered the opposition-con- 
trolled National Assembly 
powerless by setting up a ri¬ 
val constitutional assembly. 
But Maduro stands to lose 
one crucial lever of pow¬ 
er: Houston-based refining 
company Citgo, a wholly 
owned subsidiary of Ven¬ 
ezuelan state-owned oil 
company Petroleos de 
Venezuela SA, known by its 
acronym PDVSA. 
Americans know Citgo 
for its familiar red triangle 
logo at its more than 5,000 
branded gas stations and 
the iconic sign visible from 
Fenway Park in Boston. 
Venezuela ns know itasone 
of their collapsing econo¬ 
my's last lifelines 
Ihe Trump administration is 
moving to help transfer its 
controltoj uanGuaido.the 
National Assembly leader 
recognized by the U.S. and 
other countries as Venezu¬ 
ela's legitimate president. 
Such a feat would give 
Guaido a slice of de facto 
power. 

"It's more than symbolic," 
said William Burke-White, 
a professor of internation¬ 
al law at the University of 
Pennsylvania who served in 
the State Department un- 
derthe Obama Administra¬ 
tion. "An alternative power 
is starting to emerge. This 
is about creating a world 
where there is another enti¬ 
ty contesting every point of 
authority that Maduro has" 
Here'sa lookCitgo'scritical 
role in Venezuela's power 
struggle. 

WHY IS CITGO SUCH A 
VALUABLE ASSET FOR VEN¬ 
EZUELA? 

U.S. refiners like Citgo are 
among the few customers 
paying cash for Venezue¬ 
lan crude. Oil shipments to 
Venezuela's other big cus¬ 


tomers, China and Russia, 
are usually taken as repay¬ 
ment for billions of dollars 
in debt. So the cash from 
Citgo has become a life¬ 
line overthe past two years 
as Venezuela's oil out¬ 
put has plummeted amid 
chronic underinvestment 
in PDVSA and oil prices 
have dropped from historic 
highs. 

Until U.S. sanctions prohib¬ 
ited, Citgo also repatriated 
profits to PDVSA. It a Iso sent 
back fuel that Venezuela 
needs because of its dete¬ 
riorating refining capabili¬ 
ties, as well as diluents that 
PDVSA needs to mix with 
Venezuela's heaviest crude 
oil before it can be ex¬ 
ported. But sanctions have 
prohibited those exports. 
Like other refiners, Citgo 
can now only import Ven¬ 
ezuelan crude oil if it makes 
payments into blocked 
bank accounts, which al¬ 
most certainly means the 
PDVSA will halt shipments 
to the U.S. 

Maduro's government also 
mortgaged Citgo to raise 
cash. Almost 50 percent of 
the company'sshareswere 
put up as collateral for a 
$1.5 billion loan from the 
Russian state-controlled oil 
company Rosneft. Ihe rest 
of the shares a re collateral 
for PDVSA's 2020 bond, the 
only bond Venezuela has 
continued to make pay- 
mentson in a desperate ef¬ 
fort to hang on to Citgo. 

HOW DO U.S SANCTIONS 
AFFECTCflGO? 

Citgo itself has become a 
little less dependent on PD¬ 
VSA in one crucial way. Like 
other PDVSA customers, 
the refinerhasbeenforced 
in recent months to look 
for alternative sources of 
crude because of Venezu¬ 
ela's dramatic production 
decline, said Jennifer Row¬ 
land, an equity research 
analyst for Edward Jones 
who focuseson the energy 
sector. 

Still, the company faces 
a scramble to replace 
a complete loss of Ven¬ 
ezuelan supply. Citgo had 
been processing up to 
200,000 barrels a day of 
Venezuelan crude before 


the sanctions, or about 26 
percent of the company's 
total 749,000-barrel-a-day 
capacity. Most of the Ven¬ 
ezuelan oil was processed 
at its Lake Charles refinery 
in Louisiana, which is spe¬ 
cially equipped to handle 
the high-density, high-sulfur 
crude that Venezuela ex¬ 
ports. lhattype of crude oil 
is in short supply because 
of production cuts in other 
countries like Mexico and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Citgo itself is not a target 
of the sanctions. The Trump 
administration carved out 
an exemption for the PDV¬ 
SA subsidiary so Americans 
can continue doing busi¬ 
ness with it. 

CAN GUAIDO PULL OFF A 
LEADERSHIP CHANGE AT 
CflGO? 

Guaido has said he will 
soon name a new board of 


directors for Citgo. Legally, 
there may be little stopping 
him from doing so. There is 
some precedent, as when 
the U.S. and othercountries 
recognized a coalition of 
rebel groups in Libya asthe 
official government in 2011 
when Moammar Gadhafi 
still controlled Tripoli. The 
decision gave the rebel 
group the right to take con¬ 
trol of Libyan assets over¬ 
seas. 

"International law allows 
this to happen," Burke- 
White said. 


Implementing the change, 
however, involves logistical 
hurdles. Pedro Burelli, a U.S.- 
based consultant who was 
a PDVSA executive board 
member until 1998, said 
Guaido must first appoint 
new PDVSA leaders, who 
would then oversee the 
shareholder-voting process 
of selecting a Citgo board. 
But that new PDVSA lead¬ 
ership would not have real 
access to the bureaucracy 
and operations of the par¬ 
ent company, which Mad¬

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Rea-sized pill delivers insulin shotftom inside the sbomac h

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sci¬ 
entists figured out how to 
hide a shot inside a pea¬ 
sized pill — creating a swal- 
lowable gadget, inspired 
by a tortoise shell, that can 
inject medicines like insulin 
from inside the stomach. 
Patients usually prefer oral 
treatment, and comply 
with it better, but many 
compounds, including in¬ 
sulin for diabetes, can't sur¬ 
vive the harsh trip through 
the digestive system. 

Ihe new invention, report¬ 
ed Thursday by a Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology-led research team, 
has been tested only in 
a nima Is so fa r. But if it pa ns 
out, it might offer a work¬ 
around to make not just in¬ 
sulin but a va riety of usua lly 
injected medicines a little 
easierto take. 

"It'slike a miniaturized rock¬ 
et launcher" for insulin, said 
Willem Mulder of Mount Si¬ 
nai's Translational and Mo¬ 
lecular Imaging Institute, 
who wasn't involved in the 
new research. 

Scientists have spent de- 
cad estrying to d e ve lo p o ra I 
insulin and replace at least 
so me of the d a ily shots tha t 
many people with diabetes 
require. Attempts include 


ways to protect insulin from 
digestive breakdown and 
then help it be absorbed 
through the intestine into 
the bloodstream. So far 
none has reached the mar¬ 
ket, although some closely 
watched candidates are 
being tested. 

An ingestible injection 
could bypass the hazards 
of that journey — letting 
insulin absorb through the 
wall of the stomach, said 
Dr. Giovanni Traverso, a 


gastroenterologist at Bos¬ 
ton's Brigham & Women's 
Hospital and a senior au¬ 
thor of the study. 

'The way this works is it trav¬ 
els down the esophagus in 
sec o nd s, it's in the sto ma c h 
within a few minutes, and 
then you getthe drug,"said 
Traverso, who worked with 
a team from the lab of MIT 
inventor Robert Langerand 
insulin maker Novo Nordisk. 
The first challenge: How to 
make sure the device lands 


where it can poke into the 
right spot, even if some¬ 
one's moving around. Re¬ 
searchers looked to nature 
for ideas. 

A certain tortoise, the leop¬ 
ard tortoise from Africa, 
can right itself if flipped 
onto its back thanks to the 
steep curve of its shell. Re¬ 
searchers crafted a minia¬ 
ture capsule with a similar 
shape and a weighted bot¬ 
tom, so that once it reach- 
esthe stomach ^automati¬ 


cally rolls in the right direc¬ 
tion to latch on, Traverso 
explained. 

Next the team designed a 
micro-injector, like a nee¬ 
dle only made of dried 
insulin compressed into a 
sharp point. To power it, 
researchers bound a tiny 
spring to a hardened sugar 
disk. 

Stomach acid gradually 
dissolves the sugar until the 
spring pops, shooting the 
insulin into the stomach 
wall. 

In pigs, the ingestible injec¬ 
tion lowered blood sugarto 
levels comparable to stan¬ 
dard shots, according to 
the study published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science. 
Once the insulin was ab¬ 
sorbed, the capsule, made 
of stainless steel and a bio¬ 
degradable material, float¬ 
ed free and was excreted. 
"It's a very clever idea, 
that is meant to solve a 
very long-standing prob¬ 
lem," sa id University of Pitts¬ 
burgh chemical engineer¬ 
ing chairman Steven Uttle, 
who also wasn't part of 
the research.

Stanford University has 
started a review of inter¬ 
actions that some faculty 
members had with He J i- 
ankui, the Chinese scientist 
who claimsto have helped 
make gene-edited babies. 
Several Stanford profes¬ 
sors have said they knew 
or strongly suspected He 
wanted to try gene editing 
on embryos intended for 
pregnancy. 

The work has been widely 
criticized since Novem¬ 
ber, when He revealed the 
births of twins whose DNA 
he said he altered to try to 
help them resist possible fu¬ 
ture infection with the AIDS 
virus 

Most scientists think gene 
editing for reproductive 


purposes is too risky to be 
tried yet because of the 
danger of harming other 
genes and because the 
DNA changes may be 
passed to future genera¬ 
tions. 

He did postdoctoral re¬ 
search at Stanford and 
began the gene editing 
project after returning to 
his homeland for a job at 
Southern University of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology of 
China in Shenzhen. 

Several Stanford profes¬ 
sors including He's former 
adviser, Stephen Quake; 
bioethicist Dr. William Huri- 
butand geneticsexpert Dr. 
Matthew Porte us have said 
they were in contact with 
He overthe last year. 
Hurlbut and Porteus said 
they disapproved of and 


discouraged any such ex¬ 
periment. Quake said he 
only discussed the matter 
in broad, general terms 
with He. 

After He's work was re¬ 
vealed, Rice University in 
Houston announced an in¬ 
vestigation into interactions 
between He and his former 
adviser at that school, Mi¬ 
chael Deem. 

On Thursday, Stanford 
spokesman E.J. Miranda 
said in an email that Stan¬ 
ford is reviewing 'the cir¬ 
cumstances around Dr. 
He's interactions with re¬ 
searchers at the univer¬ 
sity." Miranda said he had 
no additional information 
on questions about who

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

Lego Movie 2: "The Second 
Part" was easily the top 
ticket-seller in theaters over 
the weekend, but the film's 
$35 million opening failed 
to stack up to its expected 
haul, according to studio 
estimates Sunday. 

The animated sequel had 
been forecast to draw 
around $50 million. Instead, 
it debuted with ha If the $69 
million the 2014 original did, 
despite good reviews and 
an A-minus Cinema Score. 
With about a $100 million 
budget, Warner Bros' 'The 
Lego Movie 2" had been 
pegged asa dependable, 
star-studded franchise re¬ 
lease sure to kick-start a 
moribund box office. But 
afterrecond ticket sales last 
year, Hollywood's 2019 has 
gotten off to such a bad 
beginning that the movie's 
tag line of "Everything is not 
awesome" is looking more 
like accurate industry anal¬ 
ysis. 

'The expectations were 
certainly much higher for 
The Lego Movie 2' con¬ 
sidering the success of the 
first installment," said Paul 
Dergarabedian, senior me¬ 


dia analyst for Comscore. 
'We were all hoping that 
this would be the weekend 
that got the momentum of 
the box office going in the 
right direction. We're still 
waiting." 

Every weekend this year 
has been down from the 
same weekend a year 
ago. That's a streak sure to 
continue. Next weekend, 
the new releases include 
"Happy Death Day 2U"and 
"Alita: Battle Angel." What 
opened the same week¬ 


end last year? "Black Pan¬ 
ther." 

"Momentum is everything 
at the box office," Derga¬ 
rabedian said. "And we've 
sort of lost that." 

Chris Pratt, Elizabeth Banks, 
Will Amett, Will Ferrell and 
others reprise their voice 
roles in 'The Lego Movie 
2," while Tiffany Had dish 
and Maya Rudolph join the 
cast. Mike Mitchell directs 
the movie written by origi¬ 
nal writer-directors Phil Lord 
and Chris Miller.

LOS ANG ELES (AP) — Direc- 
torBryan Singerhasn'tbeen 
involved with the Queen bi- 
opic "Bohemian Rhapsody" 
for over a year, but with a 
fresh expose alleging that 
he sexually assaulted mi¬ 
nors and the British Acad¬ 
emy of Film and Television 
Arts "suspending" his nomi¬ 
nation, will he be the film's 
OscarsAchillesheel? 
"Bohemian Rhapsody" has 
had a lifetime's worth of 
trials and setbacks on its 
10-year journey to the big 
screen. And yet despite 
everything working against 
it — from Singer's surprise 
firing mid-production for 
absencesand clashes with 
the cast, to the negative 
reviews right before its re¬ 
lease — it seems to have 
come out of the fires un¬ 
scathed. The $50 million 
production became a 
global box-office phenom¬ 
enon, grossing over $209 
million in North America 
alone and over $834 mil¬ 
lion worldwide to become 
the most sue c essful music a I 
biopic of all time. It devel¬ 
oped into a top awards 
contendertoo, winning the 
best drama and best ac¬ 
tor for Rami Malek at the 
Golden Globes, while also 
receiving two key Screen 
Actors Guild nominations, 
a Producers Guild nod and 
five Oscar nominations, 
including best actor and 


best picture. 

But then on J an. 23, almost 
exactly a month before the 
Oscars and one day after 
its nominations, "fhe Atlan¬ 
tic magazine published an 
article in which four men 
claim they were sexually 
abused by Singer while un¬ 
derage. Singer has denied 
the allegations. A represen¬ 
tative for Singer declined 
to comment further for this 
artic le. 

Ihe next day, the advo¬ 
cacy group GLAAD re¬ 
moved the film from its Me¬ 
dia Awards nominees, and 
four days later, "Bohemian 
Rhapsody" lost the coveted 
SAG ensemble award to 
"Black Panther." 

"I think that it would have 
won SAG ensemble if it 
hadn't been embroiled in 
controversy," said Sasha 
Stone, founder of the blog 
Awards Daily. 

Ihe SAG voting period end¬ 
ed on J an. 25, two days af¬ 
ter The Atlantic article pub¬ 
lished. As if a precursor to 
what might happen at the 
Academy Awards, Malek 
walked away with his own 
acting prize. 

This week, just days before 
the British Academy film 
awards, BAFTA announced 
that Singer's nomination 
suspension because the al¬ 
leged behavior was "com¬ 
pletely unacceptable and 
incompatible" with its val¬ 
ues. The film, however, will 
still compete Sunday for 


the Outstanding British film 
award, among others. 
Those involved with the film 
have, in general, opted not 
to talk about their ousted 
director. Singer was kept 
faraway from the publicity 
tour but retained his direct¬ 
ing credit and could stand 
to make $40 million, ac¬ 
cording to The Hollywood 
Reporter. Producer Gra¬ 
ham King became the pub¬ 
lic face of the production 
along with Malek. And their 
messaging stayed laser-fo¬ 
cused on Freddie Mercury 


and doing right by him and 
the band. How could vot¬ 
ers argue with that? Malek, 
on the day of his Oscar 
nomination, said that he 
was "not aware" of the al¬ 
legations against Singer. 
He's since presented a 
more informed stance and 
said that his"heartgoesout 
to anyone who has to live 
through anything like what 
I've heard and what is out 
there." When pressed, he's 
hasoften gone backto the 
refrain that audiences can 
take solace in the fact that 


Singer was fired. 

The Atlantic article didn't 
exactly light Hollywood on 
fire, either. Singer is still lined 
up to direct a nother movie 
for a $10 million payday . 
And people still like "Bohe¬ 
mian Rhapsody." 

"I don't see too many peo¬ 
ple even upset about the 
controversy. That Atlantic 
piece came outafternom- 
inations. I still thinkthe mov¬ 
ie would be nominated if it 
had run before. It'snotlike it 
contained anything surpris¬ 
ing. □

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 

A.J. Calloway, a host on 
the syndicated entertain¬ 
ment news show "Extra," 
was suspended Saturday 
as his parent company in¬ 
vestigates sexual miscon¬ 
duct a negations. 

The company said it had 
investigated prior accu¬ 
sations against Calloway 
and found no suggestion 
of workplace misconduct. 
But he was suspended 
after Warner Brothers be¬ 
came aware of addition¬ 
al allegations that will be 
published in an upcoming 


article in The Hollywood 
Reporter. 

Calloway's lawyer, Lisa E. 
Davis, said her client vehe¬ 
mently denieseverassault- 
ing anyone and looks for¬ 
ward to clearing his name. 
Calloway has been with 
"Extra"since 2005. 

He was arrested follow¬ 
ing a 2006 incident where 
a woman, Sil Lai Abrams, 
accused Calloway of as¬ 
sault. The charges were 
dismissed. Another pub¬ 
lication, the Daily Beast, 
reported last month about 
two misconduct allega¬ 


tions made by women who 
wanted to remain anony¬ 
mous. Neither of the J a nu- 
ary allegations concerned 
misconduct that took 
place on the job. Warner 
Bros, said in a statement 
Saturday that 'to date, 
we have found nothing to 
suggest that Mr. Calloway 
haseverengaged in work¬ 
place misconduct." 

But with additional allega¬ 
tions made, "we are ex¬ 
panding our ongoing in¬ 
quiries,"the company said. 
'We take such allegations
